AN ACr t.o amend chapter oue huadred forty-eight (148) of the aota of the Twenty­
seventh General Assembly of Iowa, relating to traveliDg libraries. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State o Iowa: 
SECTION 1. Purchase of books-other purpoaea. That chapter one 

hundred forty-eight (148) of the acts of the Twenty-seventh General 
Assembly, be amended by adding thereto the following: ''And for such 
other purposes as in the judgment of the library b:>ard are for the best 
interest of the traveling library system as operated in the state of Iowa."

CHAPTER 146. 
RJCLATIVE TO PAYMENT OF SWAMP LAND INDEMNITY MONEY TO COUNTY 

AUTHORI'l'IES. 
B. F.888. 

A.N ACT repealing aeotlon nine (9) chapter one hundred alxty (160) of the acta of 
the Ninth General Assembly, and pro•idlog for the payment by the treasurer of state 
of swamp land indemnity money direct to co11nty authorit.ies. 

Be it enacted btl the General Assembly of the State of Iotea: 
SECTION 1. Treasurer of state to notify county auditor and treaa.· 

urer of receipt. Whenever the treasurer of state receives money known 
as swamp land indemnity, which is paid to the state of Iowa by the United 
States government under the provisions of acts of congress approved 
March 2, 18,9, March 2, 1855, and March 3, 1857, or other ach of congress 
relating thereto, the same being purchase money for swamp lands situated 
in the state of Iowa, which were duly claimed by the state but subse­
quently disposed of by the United States, the treasurer of state shall duly 
notify in writing the auditor and treasurer of the county wherein such 
swamp land was situated and in whose favor the commissioner of the gen· 
eralla.nd o:ftlce of the United States awarded such swamp land indemnity, 
of the receipt ot the same. 

SEc. 2. Duties of county authorities. Upon receipt of such 
information the county auditor as clerk of the board of supervisors shall 
communicate. such information to the supervisors of his county at their 
first regular meeting thereafter; and the board of supervisors shall there· 
upon authorize by rESolution the county treasurer to present an order to 
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
